R0DDKSEFR7 Stated he was released from a federal 
prison in Seagov.tlle, Cox. , .on duly 19, 1563, and shortly there- 
after obtained an apartment at 4o4o .fa vis Street, Balias, lex. 

On the Wednesday evening following his release from 
prison, duly 24, 1&63, he was at the Ramons Par, Kc Kinney and 
Lemon Streets, Balias, -I ex. He observed a young nan come into 
the bar and gained a first impression that this individual might 
be a college student who had come ir.'o the bar from a coffee 
house across the street . 

ROBDFl“iERKjT recalls that ho was introduced to this 
individual by a Mexican waitress, "HAK-HAM, " &r.d that she. said 
this man's name was LEE. KOBrEKStAV retails that several times 
during the evening, the man known a? LBS, spoke in a Spanish or 
Mexican dialect to the waitress and was corrected several times 
by her concerning his use of a proper phrase or idiom. 

RODDENJEfiftY states that »,*.« waitress asked LEB "how 
he was doing," and LEE replied, he thought he "would go into the 
construction work." Among the remarks made by LEE to ROBBESBEKSf 
was one to the effect that he, LEE, had a good education but 
could not obtain employment. He also said that the United States 
should be better equipped to take care of this type situation, 
and that other countries were doing a better Job. 

" LEE never mentioned any Rpecll’lc foreign country nor 
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did he mention any official of the X r .S. government. 

RODDEtrEERSY states that LEE was a young white male, 
probably in his Diddle or late 20s, 5'10" or 5‘11" In height, 
dark hair, wearing kh&kl parts, ar.d that his skin was peeling 
as though sunburned. 

ROEE-EEER?,” stated that upon leaving the bar ard going 
to his apartment at 4040 T-ravis Street where he was accompanied 
by LEE, the latter continued to speak ocr.eerr.lng the "unfair 
situation" in the t'.S. regarding employment and was very argue*-.. - 

tative. 

RODBEtSEERY stated that he is almost "100# certain 
that LEE is identical to HAftVEX LBS OSWALD . " 
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
